The genUe breeze fans their Terdant eOTering, they heed it 
not ; the sunshine and the storm pass over them, and they are not distnrbed ; stones and lettered 
monuments symbolize the affection of sonriving friends, yet no sonnd proceeds from them, saTe- 
that silent bat thrilling admonition, **Beek ye the narrow path and the straight gate that lead imto* 
eternal life.'* 

We are again called upon to consider the onoertainty of human life; the immutable certainty of 
death, and the yanity of all human porenits. Decrepitude and decay are written upon every 
liTing thing The cradle and the coffin stand in juxtaposition to each other ; and it is a melan 
eholy truth, that so soon as we begin to live, that moment also we begin to die. It is passing- 
strange, that notwithstanding the daily mementoes of mortality that cross our path ; notwith- 
standing the funeral bell so often tolls in our ears, and the mournful procession** go about our 
streets, thst we will not more seriously consider our approaching fate. We go on from desigB 
to design, add hope to hope, and lay out plans for the employment of many years, until we art 
suddenly alarmed at the approach of the Messenger of Dv^th, at a moment when we least expect 
him, and which we probably conclude to be the meridian of our existence. 

What, then, are all the externals of human dignity, the power of wealth, the dreams of ambition^ 
the pride of intellect, or the charms of beauty, when Nature has paid her Just debt ? Fix your 
eyes on the last sad scene, and view life stript of its ornaments, and exposed in its natural mean- 
ness, and you must be persuaded of the utter emptiness of these delusions. In the grave all fal- 
lacies are detected, all ranks are leveled, and all distinctions are done away. 

While we drop the sympathetic tear over the grave of our deceased brother, let us cast around 
his foibles, what ever they may have been, the broad mantle of masonic ekarity, nor withhold from 
his memory the commendation that his virtues claim at our hands. Perfection on earth has never 
yet been attained ; the wisest, as well as the best of men, have gone astray. Suffer, then, the apol- 
ogies of human nature to plead for him who can no longer extenuate for himself. 

Our present meeting and proceedings will have been vain and useless, if they fail to exeite our 
serious reflections, and strengthen our resolutions of amendment. Be then persuaded, my breth- 
ren, by the uncertainity of human life, and the unsubetnnial nature of all its pursuits, and no lon- 
ger postpone the all-important concern of preparing for eternity. Let us each embrace the pres- 
ent moment, and while time and opportunity offer, prepare for that great ehange, when the pleas- 
ures of the world shall be as poison to our lips, and hnppy reflections of a well spent life afford the 
only consolation. Thus shall our hopes be not frustrated, nor we hurriod unprepared into the 
presence of that all wise and powerful Judge, to whom the secrets of every heart are known. Let 
us resolve to maintain with greater assiduity the dignifled character of our profession. May our 
faith be evinced in a correct moral walk and deportment ; may our hope be bright as the glorioua 
mysteries that will be revealed hereafter; and our chanty boundless as the wants of oar follow crea- 
tuMs. And having faithfully discharged the great duties which we owe to God, to our neighbor 
and ourseK-e!!; when at last it shall please the Grand Master of the universe to summon us into 
his eternal presence, may the treailt-board of our whole lives pass such inspection that it may be 
giv^n onto each of us to **eat of the hidden manna,** and to receive the white stone with a new- 
AAxne written** that will ensure perpetual and unspeakable happiness at his right hand.

This emblem I now deposit in the grave of our deceased brother. By it we are reminded of tht 
universal dominion of Death. The arm of Friendship cannot interpose to prevent his coming; 
the wealth of the world cannot purchase our release ; nor will the innocence of youth, or the charmi 
of beauty propitiate his purpose. The mattock, the coffin, and the melancholy grave, adinonisb 
tis of onr mortality, and that, aooner or later, theae frail bodiea must monlder in their parent 
^ust. 

Tht Master, holding the evergreen^ continues. 

This evergreen, which once marked the temporary resting place of the illnatrioua dead, is an em- 
blem of our faitii in the immortality of the soul. By thia we are reminded that we have an immortal 
part within us, that shall survive the grave, and which shall never, never, never die. By it we 
•re admonished, that, though like our brother, whose remains lie before us, we shall soon be eloth- 
•ed in the habiliments of Dkatii and deposited in the silent tomb, yet, through the merits of a 
divine and ascended Satiour, we may confidently hope that oar ioala will bloom in eternAl 
ipring. 

The brethren then move in procession round the place of interment, and severally drop the sprig of ever* 
^een into the grave ; after which, the publie grand honors are giivetL The Master then eonitnues the 
ceremony at the grave, in the following words: 

From time immemorial, it has been the custom among the fraternity of free and accepted Ma- 
sons, at the request of a brother, to accompany hia eorpee to the place of interment, and there to 
deposit his remains with the usual formalities. 

In conformity to thia usage, and at the request of our deceased brother, whose memory we ro- 
▼ere, and whose loss we now deplore, we have asaerabled in the character of Masons, to olTer up to 
liis memory, before the world, the last tribute of our affection ; thereby demonstrating the sincerity 
of our past esteem for him, and our steady attachment to the principles of the order. 

The Great Creator having been pleased, out of his infinite mercy, to remove our brother from the 
oares and troubles of this transitory existence, to a state of endless duration, thns severing another 
link from the fraternal chain that binds us together; may we, who survive him, be more strongly 
oemented in the ties of union and friendship; that, during the short space alloted us here, we may 
wisely and usefully employ our time ; and, in the reciprocal intercourse of kind ana friendly aeta, 
mutually promote the welfare and happiness of each other. Unto the grave we have consigned 
the boily of our deeeased brother; earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust; there to remain till 
the trump shall sound on the resurrection morn. We can cheerfully leave him in the hands of a 
Being, who has done all things well ; who is glorious in holiness, fearful in praisea, doing won. 
dert. 

To those of his immediate relatives and friends, who are most heart stricken at the loss we havt 

all sustained, we have but little of this worM's consolation to offer. We can only sincerely, deep- 
ly and most afTectlonfttely sympathize with them in their afflictive bereavement. But in the bean* 
tiful spirit of the Gliristian's theology we dare to say, that He, who "tempers tho wind to the 
•horn lamb," lo<tks down with infinite compassion upon the widow and the fatherless, in the honr 
of their desolation; and that the same benevol*'nt Saviour, who wept while on earth will fold the 
«rms of hia love and protection around those who put their trust in Hiif. 

Then let us improve this solemn warning that at lust, when the sheeted dead** are stirring, 
when the "great white throne*' is set, we shall receive from the Omniscient Judge, the thrilling 
invitation, **Come. ye blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for yon from the fo\ind* 
«Uoa of the world.**
